2. The shape of the earth is nearly that of a hall 
oi globe. The earth doea not aeem to be shaped like 
a ball, but looks like a flat plain with hills and 
mountains scattered over it The nason of this is, 
that we can see only a very email part of it at once. 

3. The diameter of Uie earth is a stzaight line, 
drawn through the centre, from any point on the sm- 
face to the opposite point. It is nearly 8ooo milea 
long. , 

4. The drcaotfereaca of the earth is the greatest 
circle that can be drawn round it. It is nearly 25,000 
miles long. 
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5, The Bnrfoce of the earth contains neulf 
200 millionB of sqn&re miles.* Yon will find llie biu- 
face hj mnltiplTiDg Uie length of the diameter by thi 
circumference, 

6. The horison is the circle where the tkj and 
earth seem to meet. That port of the horizon towaidi 
which jour shadow points at mid-day is called tht 
fiorth. The opposite point is called the south. B 
you stand with your face to the north, your right 
hand is towards the east, and your left hand, towanb 
the vest,

THE MOTIONS OF THE EAETH. 

7, The earth has two motinu, the dAily and tiu 

8. The earth rotates or spins lonnd on one of iti 
diameters from west to east, once in 34 bouis, Thn 
is called its iailj motion. 

* A iquiire mile ia a ipace a mile long and a mile broad. 
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9. Day and night are caused hj the daily rotation, 
because every part of the earth is alternately carried 
into the sunlight and into the shade. 

10. The axis is the diameter on which the earth 
turns. The ends of the axis are called the north and 
south poles. 

11. The earth revolves round the sun in a path 
which is nearly a circle, once in 365 days. This is 
called its yearly motion. The change of the seasons 
(Spring, Summer, Autumn, and Winter) is caused by 
the yearly motion. 

MAPS, GLOBES, AND CIRCLES. 

12. A map is a picture of the whole earth, or a 
part of it, on a flat surface. 

13. The top of a map is called the north, the bot- 
tom the south. The side to your right hand is the 
east ; the west, to your left. 

14. An artificial globe is a representation of the 
form of the earth. We can only see the half of a 
globe at once. 

15. There are two kinds of circles drawn on mapo 
and globes — great circles and small cirdea A 
great circle is one that divides the earth into two 
equal parts, or hemispheres. A small circle divides 
the earth into two unequal parts. 

16. Every circle is divided into 360 equal parts 
called degrees ; a degree into 60 equal parts called 
minutes ; a minute into 60 equal parts called 
seconds. 

17. The e<luator is a ^eat circle drawn midway be- 
tween the poles. It divides the earth into a Northern 
and a Southern hemisphere. 

18. The meridian circles are great circles which 
pass through the poles.

31. An island is smaller than a continent, and is 
wholly surrounded by water. An archipelago ia a 
group of islands. 

32. A peninsnla is land almost Burronnded by 
water. An Istlunns is the strip of land which joins 
a peamsaUd, to the mainland. 
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33. The margin of land along tlie sea-side is called 
the coast or shore. 

34. A cape or headland is a portion of the coast 
stretching out into the sea. If very high, it is called 
a promontory. 

35. Monntains are the most elevated portions of 
the land. Hills are lower elevations, The height of 
mountains is reckoned from the level of the sea. The 
summit of a mountain is the highest part ; the l)ase, 
the lowest part. A range or chain is a series of 
mountains which form a continuous line. 

36. A volcano is a mountain which sends out 
smoke, flame, melted rock, and ashes, through an 
opening called a crater. 

37. A plateau or table-land is an extent of flat or 
hilly land, raised considerably above the sea leveL 

38. A plain is a district of flat land not much 
raised above the level of the sea. 



DIVISIONS OF THE WATER. 

39. The body of salt water which covers three- 
fourths of the earth is divided into five great sheets, 
which are called oceans, — ^the Atlantic, the Pacific, 
the Indian, the Arctic) and the Antarctic Oceans. 

40. A sea is a portion of an ocean nearly surrounded 
by land. 

41. A gulf or bay is a smaller body of sea water, 
almost enclosed by land. 

42. A strait or channel is a narrow passage con- 
necting two larger portions of water. 

43. A river is a stream of fresh water running from 
the land into a sea or lake. A river flowing into 
another river is called a tributary. The source of 
a river is the place where it rises ; where it Aq^^l vq&.^ 
a sea or lake; is its moutU* 
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44. The extent of country drained by a river and 
its tributaries is called its basin. 

45. The watershed is the line or ridge which 
separates one river basin from another. 

46. An estuary or firth is that part of a river along 
which the tidal wave flows. 

47. A delta is a tract of land formed by the mud 
carried down by a river, and deposited at its mouth. 

48. A lake is a sheet of water surrounded by land.

THE CONTINENTS. 

49. It has already been stated that the earth's sur- 
face contains nearly 200 millions, or more accurately, 
197 millions, of square miles. The area of the land 
is about 52 millions of square miles. 

50. Of this Asia contains more than 16 millions ; 
Africa, nearly 12 millions ; North America, nearly 
9 milliouB ; South America, 7 millions ; Europe, 
nearly 4 millions ; Oceania (Australia and the island^ 
in the Pacific Ocean), more than 4 millions. 

51. Europe, Asia, and North America are wholly 
ttorth of the equator ; Australia, south of the equator ; 
Africa and South America are crossed by the equator. 

52- It is estimated that there are about 1^400 milliouA 
of people living on the ^a^tH, Ol \5safe^ t^s^xs.-^ 
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800 millions belong to Asia ; 300 millions, to Europe 
nearly 200 millions, to Africa ; 60 millions, to Nort 
America ; 30 millions, to Oceania ; 25 millions, to Sout 
America. 

THE OCEANS. 

53. The ocean covers about 145 millions of squai 
miles of the earth's surface. 

54. The Pacific Ocean is bounded by America o 
the east, and l9y Asia 'nd Australia on the west. I1 
ai>ea is 72 millions of square miles, or nearly one-ha] 
of the entire water of the globe. 

55. The Atlantic is smaller than the Pacific, hv 
much more important. Its area is 35 millions c 
square miles. It is bounded on the east by Europ 
and Africa, and on the west by North America an 
South America. 

56. The IndLaa Ocean lies to the south of Asii 
east of Africa, and west of Australia. Its area : 
about 25 millions of square miles. 

57. The Arctic Ocean washes the northern show 
of Europe, Asia, and North America. Its area : 
about q millions of square miles. 

58. The Antarctic Ocean occupies an almost ui 
known region around the south pole. Its area : 
usually estimated at about 8 millions of square mile 
but it is probable that there is a large tract of land i 
the centre of this ocean. The Arctic and ^jitarct: 
Oceans are generally covered with thick ice.

St. George's Channel, south' of the Itish Sea ; liie 
English Channel and Strait of Dover, between Endand 
and France ; the Sound, Great Belt, and LittlelBelt, 
connecting the Cattegat with the Baltic ; the Strait of 
KaflPa or Yenikale, between the Sea of Azov and

of Spain ; -Cape Roca, in Portugal, the most westerly 
point in Europe ; St. Vincent, south-west of Portugal ;

MOUNTAINS. 

119. The Pyrenees, between France and Spain ; the 
Sierra Nevada, south of Spain ; the Alps, in Switzer- 
land, Italy, and Germany ; the Carpathians, in Him- 
gary; the Apennines, in Italy; the Balkan Mountains, 
m Turkey; the Jura, Vosges, Cevennes, and Auvergne 
Mountains, in France ; the German Mountains ; the 
Jjangefteld, Dovreiield, and Eiolen Mountains, in 
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Norway and Sweden ; the Valdai Hills, in Russia 
the Uralian Mountains, in the east, and the Caucasia 
Mountains in the south-east, of Europe. 

120. Except the Caucasian Mountains, which ai 
on the Asiatic border, the Alps are the loftiest moui 
tains in Europe. Mont Blanc, which is about thr< 
miles above sea level, is the highest peak. Tl 
Spanish Mountains, which are about two miles aboi 
sea level, are the next in height.

The lakes of Swit- 
zerland and Italy occur in the valleys of the Alps, 
and are celebrated for their beautiful scenery.

125. Portugal. — Lisbon, the capital, near the 
mouth of the Tagus, has over a quarter of a million 
of inhabitants. It was destroyed oy an earthquake in 
1755, and 60,000 lives lost. Oporto^ at the mouth of 
the Douro, exports large quantities of port wine. 

126. Spain. — Madrid, the capital, on the Manzan- 
ares, a tributary of the Tagus, has about half a million 
of inhabitants. The palace of the Escurial, built in 
the form of a gridiron, is near Madrid. Seville, on 
the Guadalquivir, exports oranges, and manufactures 
cigars and tobacco. Granada, the ancient capital of 
the Moors, contains the remains of the famous palace 
of the Alhambra. Malaga, on the south coast, ex- 
ports wines and fruits. Barcelona, on the north-east 
coast, is the seat of a university, Oadiz, on the isle 
of Leon, is the chief seat of commerce. Gibraltar, 
the strongest fortress in the world, at t\i^ ^\:^x»siRR. 
of the Mediterranean, belongs to 1&t\ta.\TL. 
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127. France.— Paris, the capital of France, on the 
Seine, is tlie most beautiful city in Europe. The 
population is 1,850,000, about half the size of^London. 
Le Havre, at the mouth of the Seine, is the seaport 
of Paris. Bouen, on the Seine, between Paris and 
Havre, is noted for its manufactures of woollen and 
cotton. Brest and Cherbourg, on the north-west 
coast, are strongly fortified naval stations. Toulon is 
the principal naval station on the Mediterranean. 
Calais and Boulogne are the nearest to^nis to Eng- 
land. Bordeaux, on the Garonne, exports large 
quantities of French wine. Lyons, the second city 
in France, on the Rhone, at its junction with the 
Saone, is the principal seat of the silk manufacture. 
Marseilles, the most ancient city in France, is an 
important port on the Mediterranean. 

128. BELGiUM.--Brussels, the capital, is a beauti- 
ful city, with manufactures of carpets and lace. 
Waterloo, where a battle was fought between the 
French and English in 181 5, is near Brussels. Ant- 
werp, on the Scheldt, is the chief seat of commerce. 
Ghent, on the same river, is the second city in 
Belgium. Liege, on the Maas, has extensive manu- 
factures of firearms. Ostend is the only Belgian 
seaport. 

129. Holland.— Amsterdam, the capital, on the 
Amstel, is built on piles of wood. It contains 265,000 
inhabitants, and is one of the most commercial cities 
in Europe. The Hague is the residence of the kln^ 
and the seat of government Rotterdam, at the 
mouth of the Maas, is the second city in Holland. 
Leyden, on the Old Rhine, is noted for its university. 

130. Germany.— Berlin, the capital of Prussia, 
stands on the Spree, a tributary of the Elbe. The 
population is 700,000. Potsdam contains the prin- 
cipal residence of the Emperor of Germany. Cologne, 
a lar^e city on the Rhine, famous for its Cathe( 
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and its distilled water, '* Eau de Cologne/' Ooblentz 
is situated at tlie confluence of the Ehine and the 
Moselle. Aiz la Chapelle^ or Aachen, near the 
Belgian frontier, is famous for its hot baths. Dantzig, 
near the mouth of the Vistula, exports large quanti- 
ties of com. Memel, near the Bussian border, 
exports timber. Hambnrg, a free city on the Elbe, 
is the chief commercial port in Germany. Dresden) 
the capital of Saxony, celebrated for its china ware. 
Leip2ag, in Saxony, has a great annual book fair. 

131. DENMARK.---Copenliagen) ^the capital, on the 
island of Zealand, strongly fortified. Population, 
155,000. Elsinore, where Sound dues were formerly 
paid. Beykjaviky the capital of Iceland, has only 900 
inhabitants. 

132. Switzerland. — Berne, on the Aar, a tribu- 
tary of the Rhine, the capital of the Swiss confedera- 
tion. (}eneva» on the lake, where it empties itself 
into the Bhone, is the largest town in Switzerland ; 
noted for its manufacture of watches and jewellery. 
Bile, on the Ehiue. 

133. Italy. — ^Bome) the capital, is one of the most 
famous cities in the world. There are many remains 
of its ancient magnificence. Naples, with a popula- 
tion of 448,000, is the largest city in Italy. It is 
beautifully situated on the Bay of Naples. Near it 
are the ruins of Herculaneum and Pompeii^ which 
were buried by an eruption of Mount Vesuvius, a.d. 
79. Turin is noted for its silk manufactures. 
Ilorence has a splendid collection of paintings and 
statues. Q^noa, an important port on the north- 
west coast, the birthplace of Columbus. Leghom, 
noted for its straw plait manufacture. Milan and 
Venice are large cities, celebrated for their beauty. 
Palermo, tide capital of Sicily. 

134. Austria — ^Vienna, on the Danube, the capi- 
taly with a population of 8oo,ooO)\&^si^<&^S£ci^ ^^^ 
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Buda and Pesth, separated by the Danube, form the 
capital of Hungary. Pressburg, on the Danube, was 
formerly the capital of Hungary. Inn8briick> on the 
Inn, is the capital of the Tyrol. Prague, the capital 
of Bohemia, on the Moldau, is the second city in the 
empire. Oracow was the ancient capital of Poland. 
Trieste, on the Adriatic, is the most important 
port. 

135. Turkey. — Constantinople, the capital, on the 
Bosporus, is, next to Paris, the largest city on the 
continent. The population, including the suburbs, is 
more than a million. Viewed from a distance its 
appearance is magnificent, but most of the streets are 
narrow and dirty. Adrianople, on the Maritza, is 
the second city. Varna is the principal port on the 
Black Sea. Belgrade is the capital of Servia; 
Bucharest, of Eoumania. 

136. Grbece. — Athens^ the capital, is one of the 
most renowned cities of ancient times. It contains 
many interesting ruins. Corinth, on the isthmus, 
formerly a great city, is now a small, unimportant 
town. Missolonghi is memorable as the place where 
Lord Byron died. Patras is the chief seat of the 
foreign trade. Currants are exported. 

137. Russia. — St. Petersburg, the capital, founded 
by Peter the Great, is situated on the Neva. Popula- 
tion, more than 600,000. Cronstadt, on an island in 
the Gulf of Finland, is the chief naval station. Biga» 
on the Baltic, exports flax and hemp. Warsaw, on 
the Vistula, the capital of Bussian Poland. Odessa, 
on the Black Sea, exports large quantities of com. 
Taganrog, at the mouth of the Don, is another im- 
portant com port. Sebastopol, in the Crimea, was 
taken by the British and French in 1855. MOSCOW, 
the ancient capital, contains the famous palace of the 
Kremlin. Nijni Novgorod, at the junction of the 
Volga and Oka, is celebrated for its great annual fair. 
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Astrakliail, near the mouth of the Volga, is a place 
of great trade. Archangel, a seaport at the mouth of 
the North Dwina, formerly the only seaport in Russia, 
is closed by ice during nine months of the year. 

138. Sweden and Norway. — Stockholm, the capi- 
tal of Sweden, partly built on islands between Lake 
Maelar and the Baltic, is the principal port Gtotten- 
bnrg, on the Gotha, is the second city. Christiania 
is the capital of Norway. Upsala is celebrated for 
its imiyersity. Carlscrona is the principal station 
of the Swedish navy. Bergen is the most commercial 
city in Norway.

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Ryan to tlie Englisli Border. The Liglicst is Bluck 
Craig, iu Kirkcudbright, 2800 feet.

MOUNTAINS. 

197. The principal mountains of Ireland occur in a 
series of groups round the coast. They surround a 
great plain which extends from Lough Neagh to Water- 
ford, and from Dublin to Galway. 

The following are the principal mountain ranges:— 

198. The Antrim Mountaina extend through the 
eastern part of the county from Belfast Lough to Fair 
Head. Trostan, Enocklade, and Divis are the highest 
summits. The Moume Mountains extend alons the 
coast from Dundrum Bay to Dundalk Bay. Sneve 
Donard is the highest peak. 

199. The Wicklow Motintains are celebrated for 
their fine scenery. They extend along the coast for 
6o miles. LugnaquiUa is the hi^est summit. The 
Blackstairs Mountains, west of Wexf ord^ lie between 
the Barrow and the Slaney. Mount Leinster is the 
highest. The Galtee Moimtains, in Tipperary, and 
the Knockmealdown Mountains, in Tipperary and 
Waterford,' separate the basins of the Suir and the 
Blackwater. Galteemore and Knockme^down are the 
highest. 

. 200. The highest mountains in Ireland are M'Gilli- 
cuddy's Beeks^ which extend along the peninsula 
between Eenmare River and Dingle Bay. Carran- 
tuohill, 3414 feet, is the highest mountain in Ireland. 
These mountains lie to the west of the Lakes of Kil- 
lamey. Mangerton is another lofty peak in tlaa ^sksses^^ 
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group. Between Dinele Bay and Tralee Bay there & 
another lofty range. Monnt Brandon, 3127 feet, is the 
second highest mountain in the countiy. 

201. The mountains of Ooxmemara occnpy ft pro- 
.jection of the coast between Galw^ Bay and Clew 
Bay. The highest summits are Muilrea, Groagh 
Patrick, and Twelve Pins. The Nephin Monn- 
tains, in Mayo, are situated to tiie north of Clew 
Bay. Nephin and Nephin Beg are the highest eleva-. 
tions. 

202. The Donegal Motintains coyer a large portion 
of the county. Errigal and Blue Stack are the mghest 
The Sperrin and Camtogher MoTmtains are situated 
in Tyrone and Londonderry. Mount Sawell is the 
highest elevation. 

203. The Slieve Bloom Mountains, in Tipperaiy, 
King's and Queen's Counties, rise from the central 
plain. Mount Keeper is the highest. 

RIVERS. 

204. East Coast. — The Lagan rises in connty 
Down, and flows into Belfast Lough. The Boyne 
rises in the central plaiu, and enters the sea near 
Drogheda. The Blackwater is its principal tributary. 
The LifFey rises in the Wicklow Mountams, and flows 
into Dublin Bay. The Slaney rises in the Wicklow 
Mountains, and enters "Wexford Harbour. 

205. South Ooast.-— The Barrow, the Suir, and the 
Nore, which is a tributary of the Barrow, rise in the 
Slieve Bloom Mountains, and flow into Waterford 
Harbour. The Blackwater rises in the east of Kerrjr, 
and flows into Youghal Harbour. The Lee rises m 
the west of Cork, and flows into Cork Harbour. The 
Bandon enters Kinsale Harbour. 

206. West Coast. — The Laune drains the Lakes of 
XiDamej^ into Dingle Bay. Tb^ Shannon, 254 miles. 
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the longest river iu tHe British Islands, rises in the 
Guilcaeh Mountains, in County Cavan, and flows into 
the Atlantic Ocean, forming an estuary 60 miles long 
and from i to 11 miles wide. It is nayi&;able from 
the sea to Lou^ Allen. It drains three large lakes 
(Lough Allen, Lough Kee, and Lough Derg), besides 
eeyeial smaller ones. Its principal tributaries are the 
Suck, Inny, and Brusna. The Moy enters Killala 
Bay ; the Arrow, Sligo Bay 5 the Erne, Donegal Bay. 

207. North Coast.— The Foyle, which is formed 
"by the union of the Moume and the Finn, flows into 
Lough Foyle. The Upper Bann rises in the Moume 
Mountains, and enters Lough Neagh. The Lower 
Bann issues from Lough Nea^, and enters the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

LAKES. 

208. Lough Neagh, 153 square miles, is the largest 
lake in the British Islands. It washes the shores of 
five counties — ^Antrim, Down, Armagh, Tyrone, and 
Londonderry. It is drained by the Lower Bann. 

209. Upper and Lower Loughs Erne, celebrated 
for their fine scenery, are drain^ hj the Biver Erne. 
Lough Conn, in North Mayo, is dramed by the River 
Moy. Lough Mask, in South Mayo, is connected by 
an underground channel with Lough Corrib, in 
Qalway. 

210. Loughs Allen, Bee, and Derg, are drained by 
the Shannon. The three Isies of Bafiamey, in Kerry, 
are celebrated for their beautiful scenery.

227. HiKDOBTAN.— Calcutta, on the Hooghly, a 
branch of the Qanges, Uie capital of British ludiiu 
Its population is about 800,000. It is the most im- 
portant port in Asia. Oawnpore, memorable for the 
massacre of the British residents by the Sepoys, in 
1857. Lncknow, noted for the gallant defence made 
by the British during the Sepoy rebellion. Ddhi, on 
the Jumna, the former capitid of the Mohammedan 
Empire in India.

RIVERS. 

239. The Nile, the most celebrated river in the 
world, rises near the equator, and flows northwards 
through NulHa and Egypt into the Mediterranean. 
The total length of its course is about 4000 miles. 
The White Nile has its source in Lake Victoria 
Njanza. The Blue Nile, which Joins the White Nile 
at Elhartoum in Nubia, rises in Lake Dembea, in the 
Al^ssinian Mountains. 

The Zambesi flows eastward into Mozambique 
Channel ; the Orange River forms the northern boun- 
dary of Cape Colony, and flows westward into the 
Atlantic ; the Congo receives a tributary from Lake 
Tanganyika, and flows into the Atlantic ; the Nicer 
lisea in the Kong Mountains, and flows into the 
Bight of Benin; the Gambia and the Senegal flow 
through Seuegambia into the Atlantic. 

LAKES. 

240. Victoria Nyanza (30,000 square miles) is 
drained into Albert Nyanza, from which the White 
Nile issues. Lake Tanganyika (13,000 square miles) 
is drained by the Luku^a, a tributary of the Congo. 
Lake Dembea, in Abyssmia, is the source of the Blue 
Nile. Lake Nyassa is drained by the River Shir^ 
into the Zambesi. Lake Tchad, a large fresh water 
lake, south of Soudan, has no outlet. 

PRINCIPAL CITIES. 

241. Egypt. — Oairo, on the Nile, the capital of 
Egypt, and the largest city in Africa; population 
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350,000. Alexandria (212,000), ou the Meditei 
runean, near the west branch of the Nile, waa foimdei 
by Alexander the Qreat; chief seaport of ISetypi 
Bosetta and Damietta are situated at the monuLS o 
the two principal branches of the Nile.

242. Abtbsinia.— Qondar, the capital of Amhan 
the principal state in Abyssinia* Axnin, the ancien 
capital, contains a Christian Church. Ma^ii^ T^ 
destroyed by the British troops in 1868 ; Maasowaifa 
the principcul seaport, belongs to Egyvt. 

243. Babbaby States. — Tunis, the largest city ii 
Barbary, and a place of great trade. Algiers^ th 
capital of the French province Algeria, has the ap 

Eearance of a European city. Morocco is near Hn 
ase of the Atlas Mountains.

244. Seneqambia. — Bathnrst, capital of the Bri 
tish colony, on the island of St. Mary, at the mouth 0: 
the Gambia, exports ivory, teak-timber, rice, cotton 
and palm-oil. 

245. GoNDAB. — Timbnctoo, on the borders of thi 
desert, has 20,cxx> inhabitants.

247. Cape Colony, Natal, and the Tbansvaal.— 
C^spe Town (33,006), capital of the Cape Colony, nea] 
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the Table Mountain, "was founded b^ the Dutch. 
Port EUzabeth, on Algoa Bay, is next in importance. 
Pietonnaritzburg, capital of the colony of Natal ; 
DUrban is the oidy seaport in the colony. Pretoria, 
capital of the Transvaal, a colony recently annexed to 
Bntain. Bloemfontein, the capital of the Orange 
Biyer Free Statie. Zaxmbar, capital of the possessions 
of the Sultan of Zanzibar, situated on an island ; ex- 
ports large quantities of ivory, sandal- wood, cocoa- 
nuto, gom-copal, and cloves. 

2^ Madaoasgab. — Tananarivo, the capital, 
near the centre of the island, has manufactures of 
gold and silver chains, silks,- guns, &c.

NOBTH AMESIOA. 

249. North America is bonnded on the north by 
the Arctic Ocean ; on the west and sonth by the 
Pacific ; on the east by the Atlantic. Its area is more 
than 8^ millions of square miles ; its popolatioxi, 
abont 6o millions. 

250. The principal countries of North America 
are — the Dominion of Canada and Newfoundland, 
in the north ; the United States, south of British 
America ; Mexico, south of the United States ; Central 
America, south-east of Mexico. Alaska, in the north- 
west, belongs to the United States. 

The Dominion of Canada consists of the following 
provinces : — ^Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Islanij^ 
New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, and 
British Columbia. 

Central America includes Quatemala, SanSaLrador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Bica, and Belize or 
British Honduras. 

INLETS OF THE SEA, 

251. Caribbean Sea, between Central America and 
the West Indies ; Gulf of Mexico, south of the United 
States ; Bay of Campeachy, west of Yucatan ; Bay of 
Honduras, between Yucatan and Honduras; Chesa- 
peake Bay, east of the United States ; Bay of Fundy, 
between iNova Scotia and New Brunswick ; Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, between Newfoundland and Canada ; 
Hudson Bay, north of Canada; Baffin Bay, west of 
Oreenhnd ; Gulf of California, west of Mexico, 
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ISLANDS. 

252. In the Atlantic Ocean. The West Indies, 
south-east of the United States, comprising the 
Greater Antilles (Cuba, Hayti, Jamaica, and rorto 
Aico), the Little Antilles, and the Bahamas. The 
^nnudas, east of the United States ; Newfoundland, 
east of the Gulf of St. Lawrence ; Prince Edward 
Island, Cape Breton Island, and Anticosti, in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 

253. In the ArctiaOcean.— Greenland, north-east 
of British America ; Parry Islands, &c. In the 
Fadfla — The Aleutian Islands, south of Alaska; 
Sitka Island ; Queen Charlotte Island and Yancouver 
Island, west of British Columbia. 

PENINSULAS AND ISTHMUSES. 

251. Isthmus of Darien or Panama (30 miles wide, 
crossed by a railway), between North America and 
South America; isthmus of Tehuantepec, joining 
Mexico and Central America ; peninsula of Yucatan, 
north of Central America ; Florida, south-east of the 
United States; Nova Scotia and Labrador, east of 
British America ; Alaska, south-west of United States 
Territory; Lower California, west of Mexica 

STRAITS. 

256. Channel of Yucatan and Cuba; Strait of 
Florida, between Florida and the Bahamas ; Gut of 
Canso, between Nova Scotia and Cape Breton Island ; 
Strait of Belleisle, between Newfoundland and La- 
brador; Hudson Strait, connecting Hudson Bay 
with the Atlantic ; Davis Strait, between Baflin Bay 
and the Atlantic ; Behring Strait, between Alaska 
and Asia. 
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CAPES. 

256. Cape CatocH^ north-east of Yucatan ; Cape 
Sable, south of Florida ; Cape Hatteras, east of United 
States ; Cape Sable, south of Nova Scotia ; Cape Raee, 
south-east of Newfoundland ; Cape Charles, south-easi 
of Labrador; Cape Chidleieh, north-east of Labrador ; 
Cape Farewell, south of Greenland ; Barrow Point, 
north of Alaska; Cape Prince of Wales, west oi 
Alaska ; Cape St. Lucas, south of Califomia. 



MOUNTAINS. 

257. There are two systems of mountains — an 
eastern and a western — which are separated by a 
great plain. The Alleghanies, or Appalachian sys- 
tem (2000 miles long), extend from tne Gulf of St. 
Lawrence nearly to the Gulf of Mexico. The highest 
peaks attain an elevation of about 6000 feet 

258. The Becky Mountains, which consist of 
two, and in some places three parallel chains, extend 
along the west of the Continent from the Arctic 
Ocean to Central America. These chains enclose 
elevated table lands. The highest peak in the 
western or Pacific chain is Mount St. Elias, which 
attains an elevation of nearly 18,000 feet, the highest 
summit in the Continent. 

The Rocky Mountain chain forms the eastern 
boundary of the Great Table land. Mount Brown 
(16,000 feet), east of British Columbia, is the highest 
peak in British America. In Mexico there are Beveral 
lofty volcanoes, nearly 18,000 feet high. 
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260. The Mississippi-Missouri, 4300 miles, is the 
longest river in the worid. The St. Lawrence drains 
five great lakes; between Lake Erie and Lake On- 
tario are the famous Falls of Niagara, where the great 
river falls over a rock 160 feet high. Bio Grande del 
Norte (the « Great North River ''). 

LAKES. 

261. Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron, Erie, and 
Ontario, situated to the south of British Ainerica, are 
drained by the St. Lawrence. Michigan is in the 
United States. These five lakes have an area of 
nearly 100,000 square miles. Lake Superior is as 
Iwrge as Lreland. The Great B^ax Laia»^iJc& ^ksssfe. 
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Slave Lake, and Athabasca, are drained by tke Mac- 
kenzie ; Winnipeg, Winnipegoos, and Manitoba, by 
the Saskatchewan ; Deer Lake and WoUaston, by the 
Churchill. The Great Salt Lake, in Utah, has no 
outlet Lake Nicaragua, in Cential America, is 
drained by the San Juan. 

PRINCIPAL CITIES. 

262. Dominion of CANADA.--Ottawa, the capital 
of the Dominion, on the Ottawa, a tributary of the 
St. Lawrence, has 22,000 inhabitants. Montreal, 
the largest city in Canada, is situated on an island 
in the St Lawrence. Population, 107,00a Qnebec 
(60,000), the capital of the province, was founded by 
the French, and ceded to Great Britain in 1763. 
Toronto (46,000), the capital of Ontario, is the third 
city in Canada. Fredencton is the capital of New 
Brunswick, but St. John) on the Bay of Fundy, is llie 
largest cit^ in the province. HaliDaz, the capital of 
Nova Scotia, situated on the eastern coast^ is a lm;e 
city, built of wood. It is the principal station for the 
British army and navy in North America. Charlotte 
Town is the capital of Prince Edward Island. 
Victoria, the capital of British Columbia, is situated 
on Vancouver Island. The population is 5000. 

Newfoundland.— St. JoWs, the capital, largely 
engaged in the fishing trade. 

263. United States. — New York, at the mouth of 
the Hudson, is the largest city in America, The popu- 
lation is nearly a million. Philadelphia (674,000), 
capital of Pennsylvania, on the Delaware, is the second 
city in the United States. Pittsburg (87,000)^ on the 
Ohio, has extensive iron manufactures. Wasidngton 
(109,000), the capital of the United States, contains the 
seat of the Congress, and the residence of tne President 

Boston (250,000), capital of Massachusetts, celebrated 
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for literature and commerce. Baltimore (267,000), 
on Chesapeake Bay, chief city in Maryland, exports 
large quantities of flour and tobacco, du^lestown, 
1^6 capital of South Carolina. New Orleans (191,000), 
on the Mississippi, exports large quantities of cotton, 
tobacco, sugar, flour, and maize. St. Lonis (312,000), 
on the Mississippi, is a place of great trade. Oincin- 
nati (216,000), on the Ohio, has the largest pork 
market in America. Chicago (300,000), on Lake 
Michigan, exports immense quantities of grain. San 
Frandsco (150,000), in California, on the Pacific 
Ooasty is the western terminus of the great Pacific 
Bailroad. It has an excellent harbour and extensive 
commerce. Great Salt Lake City, in Utah, the 
residence of the Mormons. 

264. Mexico. — Mexico (230,000), the capital of the 
Confederation, situated 7000 feet above the level of 
the sea, is one of the finest cities in the'world. Vera 
Onus is the principal seaport on the Gulf of Mexico; 
Acapfolco, on the Pacific 

Central America. — Beliz^, the capital of British 
Honduras, exports mahogany, rosewood, logwood, and 
Biigar. San Jos^, the capital of Costa Rica> is situ- 
ate in a deep valley. San Salvador was destroyed 
by an earthquake in 1854.

its population about twenty-five millions.

267. Gulf of Darien, north of Colombia ; Gulf of 
Venezuela and Gulf of Paria, in Venezuela ; estuary 
of the Amazon, in Brazil ; estuary of the La Plata, 
between tJruguay and the Argentme Confederation ; 
Bay of Panama ; Gulf of Guayac^uil, west of Ecua- 
dor ; Strait of Magellan, between Tierra del Fuego and 
Patagonia. 

ISLANDS. 

26& Falkland Islands and South Georgia (British), 
south-east of Patagonia ; Tierra del Fuego, south of 
Patagonia ; Chiloe and Wellington, west of Patagonia ; 
Juan Fernandez, west of Chili ; Chincha Islands, west 
of Peru ; the Galapagos Islands, west of Ecuador. 

269. The Chincha Islands have extensive deposits of 
guano. Juan Fernandez, the residence of Alexander 
Selkirk, whose adventures suggested the stonr of 
"Robinson Crusoe." Tierra. del Fuego ("lana of 
fire''), so called on account of its volcanoes. 

CAPES. 

270. Cape St. Rogue, east of Brazil; Cape Horn, 
south of Tierra del Fuego ; Cape Blanco, north-west 
of Peru. 
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MOUNTAINS. 

271. The cliaiii of th.e Andes eztends through the 
entire continent from north to south. The total 
length of this magnificent range is 4500 miles. The 
highest peak is Aconcagua, in Chili, which is nearly 
24,000 feet. The Andes of Quito contain the loftiest 
volcanoes in the world, several of them being more 
than 18,000 feet. 

The Farim^ Mountains in Venezuela and Quiana, 
and the Mountains of Brazil, are not nearly so high 
as the Andes. 

RIVEBS. 

272. The Magdalena rises in the Andes near 
Ecuador, and flows into the Caribbean §ea. The 
Orinoco rises in the Parim6 Mountains, and flows 
through Venezuela into the Atlantic. The Amason 
rises in the Andes of Peru, and flows into the Atlantic. 
It conveys to the ocean a larger volume of water than 
any river in the world ; its total length is about 
4000 miles ; the extent of its basin about i^ millions 
of square nules ; it has more than 20 tributaries, each 
of which is navigable for about 1000 miles. The 
Negro, on the left bank, and the Madeira) on the 
right bank, are the principal tributaries. The San 
Francisco rises in the mountains of Brazil, and flows 
into the Atlantic. It is 1600 miles long. The Bio 
de la Flata is a wide estuary formed by tiie Faraaft 
and the Uruguay. These nvers have meir sotuoe in 
the mountains of BraziL 

LAKES. 

273. Lake Titicaca is situated on a plateau in 
Bolivia, 13,000 feet high. Its area is 3800 square 
miles. Its water is fresh. Lake Maracaybo^ in 
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Venezuela, area 5000 square miles, is connected bv a 
narrow channel with the Gulf of Maxacaybo. It has 
brackish water. 

PRINCIPAL CITIES. 

274. United States op Colombia.— Panama, on 
the Pacific coast, is situated at the southern terminus 
of the railway which crosses the isthmus. Aspinwall, 
at the northern terminus. Bogota, capit^ of the 
States, is a large city with a university. 

275. Venezuela. — Caracas, the capital, a large 
city, which has often been destroyed by earthquakes. 
Cmnaiia is the principal seaport. 

276. Ecuador. — Quito (76,000), the capital, is situ- 
ated on the slope of the volcano of Pichincha, 10,000 
feet above the level of the sea. Although near the 
equator, it enjoys a delightful climate, owing to its 
elevation. It siijSers much from earthquakes. Gnaya- 
gniL on the Pacific, is the principal seaport. 

277. Guiana. — Gfeorgetown, the capital of British 
Guiana, is situated on the Demerara river. Farama- 
rilK) is the capital of Dutch Guiana. . The streets are 
lined with orange and lemon trees. Cayenne, the 
capital of French Guiana, is a penal settlement. 

278k Chili. — Santiago (14^,000), the capital, is 
sitaated near the Andes. Valparaiso, on the Pacific 
coast, is connected with the capitsd by a railway. It 
is a place of great trade. These cities often suffer 
from earthquakes. 

279. Argentine Confederation.— Bnenos Ayres 
(i;r8,ooc^, on the La Plata, the capital. Large quan- 
tities of tallow, hides, wool, and jerked beef, are 
exported. Mendoza, on the slope of the Andes, is 
the principal centre of trade between Buenos Ayres 
and Chili. 

280. Paraguay.— Afiuncioni the cai^it«l^ ^^ ^2asi 
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junction of the Paraguay and Pilcomayo, t] 
tobacco, sugar, and Paraguay tea. 

281. Uruguay. —Monte Video (126,000), 1 
tal, on the northern bank of the estuary of 
Plata, exports hides, tallow, wool, &c. 

282. PATAGokiA.— -Punta Arenas ("Sandy 
on the Strait of Magellan, is a port of call for { 
passing through the strait. 

283. Brazil.— Bio de Janeiro (275,000), t 
tal, the largest city in South America, has an e 
harbour and much commerce.

rice, tapioca, &c. Recife, sometimes called F 
buco (116,000), has an excellent harbour, 
coral-reef for a breakwater.

CHAPTER XL 

OCEANIA. 

286. Oceania is a term which bas recently been 
nsed to designate a sixth division of the globe. It 
comprises aU the islands and archipelagos in the 
Pacific, from the south-east of Asia to me west of 
America. These islands are usually arranged in four 

groups :— I. Australasia; 2. lAalaysia; 3. Micro* 
uesia ; 4* Polynesia. 

I-AUSTBALASIA. 

287. Australasia comprises the continent o( Aus- 
tralia, Tasmania, New Zealand, Papua, New Caledonia 
and many other islands. 

Australia, the smcdlest of the six continents, is 
bounded on the north by tiie Pacific Ocean and Torres 
Strait ; on the west and south by the Indian Ocean ; 
on the east by the Pacific. 

288. Its ajrea is nearly three millions of square miles ; 
its population, about a million and a naif. The 
entire continent belongs to Great Britain. Five colo- 
nies have been established : — ^New South Walft^xisx 
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the cast ; Victoria) in the south-east ; QaeexiBlaiid, 
in the iioith-eost; South Australia, and Western 
Australia. 

INLETS OF THE SEA. 

289. North Ooast.— Gulf of Oarpentaiia; Torres 
Strait (90 miles wide), between York Peninsula and 
Papua. 

290. South Ooast. -— Great Australian Bight; 
Spencer Gulf, St Vincent Gidf, and Encounter Bay, 
in South Australia ; Port Philip, in Victoria ; Bass 
Strait, between Victoria and Tasmania^ 160 miles 
wide. 

MOUNTAINS OF AUSTRALIA. 

291. — The principal mountain range is situated 
along the eastern coast. The Australian Alps, 
between New South Wales and Victoria, attain an 
elevation of 7000 feet. The Blue Mountains, in New 
South Wales, are about 4000 feet high. 

RIVERS AND LAKES OF AUSTRALIA. 

292. The only large river yet discovered is the 
Murray, which rises in the eastern mountain range, 
and Qows through Victoria, New South Wales, and 
South Australia, into Encounter Bay. It is nearly 
2000 miles long. Its principal tributaries are the 
Darling and the Murrumbidjee. 

The principal lakes are Torrens, Eyre, and Gairdnei 
in South Australia. 

293. Tasmania is a large island belonging ^ 
Great Britain, to the south of Australia, from wni( 
it is separated by Bass Strait. The area is abo 
26^000 square miles; the population about ioo,a 

Sobart Town i& the capital. 
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SiM. New Zealand, is situated about 900 miles to 
tlie east of Tasmania. There are two principal islands, 
aeparated \sy Cook's Strait, 16 miles wide. The area 
ofthe group is ahout 100,000 square miles ; the popu- 
lation 300,000, mainly British colonists. Wellington, 
situated near the south extremity of North Island, is 
the capital. 

295. Papua or New Guinea is situated to the north 
of Austraua, from which it is separated by Torres 
Strait. Its supposed area is 250,000 square miles : 
population about a million. Of this immense island 
very little is known. 

296. New Caledonia, which belongs to France, is 
situated 600 miles to the east of Australia. The 
aborigines are of the Papuan race. It is used by the 
French as a penal colony. 

IL-MALATSIA. 

297. This group, which forms the largest collection 
of islands on the globe, is generally called the Indian 
Archipelago. It lies between Further India and 
China on the one side, and Australia and New Guinea 
on the other. 

298. The principal members of this group are the 
Sunda Islands, which include Sumatrsi, Java, Bali, 
Lombok, &c. ; Borneo, the largest island in the globe, 
with an area of about 300,000 square miles ; Celebes, 
to the east of Borneo, from which it is separated by the 
Strait of Macassar ; the Moluccas or Spice Islands, 
between Celebes and New Guinea ; the Philippine 
Islands, a large archipelago, separated from Further 
India by the China Sea. Java, the Moluccas, and 
parts of Borneo, Sumatra, and Celebes, belong to the 
I)utch. The Philippine Islands ore Spanish. 
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m-MiaBONESIA. 

299. This term, -wliich means ** small islands," 
applied to the numerous groups of islands in t 
North Pacific Ocean. Some of these islands a 
low, having been formed by the coral animal ; oth< 
are mountainous, and are of volcanic origm. 

300. The principal groups are the Benin Isl 
south-east of Japan ; the Marianne or Ladrone Islan< 
north-east of the Philippines ; the CaroUne Islan( 
south-east of the Philippines ; and the Stmdwi 
Islands, about half way oetween Mexico and Papi 
The principal island in the Sandwich group is Haws 
which contains two lofty volcanoes. 

IV.-P0L7NESIA or SOUTH SEA ISLANDS 

301. This term, which means "many islands,** 
applied to the archipelagos in the Fadfic Ocea 
south of the eq^uator. 

302. The prmcipal groups are the Fiii l8lan< 
lately annexed to Great Britain ; the rTavigato 
Islands, the Friendly Islands, the Society Idan< 
Low Archipelago, the Marquesas. 

PRINCIPAL CITIES IN OCEANIA 

303. Australia.— Melbourne (194,000), the <»] 
tal of Victoria, on the Yarra-Yarra, is the largest c] 
in Australia.
